the following update on Forte: 

“Forte was scratched from the Kentucky Derby by KHRC veterinarians following 

Saturday's routine soundness checks. As is the case with all KHRC veterinary 

scratches related to soundness, and pursuant to HISA Rule 2241(a), this places 

Forte on a mandatory 14-day veterinary list. After 14 days, the requirements for 

removal from the list include a satisfactory workout performed for a state 

regulatory veterinarian and a negative blood sample result.”
